ter, Mr. Woodroffe says,

verse effects, 

It has been estimated the 
daily cost of dealing with 
the oil spill will be in the 
neighborhood of.$4,000 con= 
sidering the 40 workers, 
equipment and capital ex- 
penses, Mr. Mack told Mr, 
Jamison that once the en- 
tire environment has been 
cleaned up, there will be no 
visible evidence of a spill 
ever having occurred and

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Court of Revision Hears Ten Appeals 


Ten complaints were dealt 
with at the Court of Revi- 
sion held recently, Present 
were Mayor Gibbon, who 
acted as chairman and coun- 
cillors Bakker, de Bruijn and 
Lukay, Assessors in atten- 
dance were A, Brittain and 
R, Murray of the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs, 
Court clerk was Mrs, M., 
Lovatt who also served as 
recording secretary. 

Silver Schoen of 10 Green- 
wich Crescent was present 
to make an appeal against 
an increased assessment of 
$150 while he only spent a 
total of $78 on improve- 
ments, The assessor ex- 
plained that the manual sets 
out a basic price of $100 
for a shower and $85 for 
plumbing fixtures and this 
is what the assessor must 
apply. The appelant was also 
told that in his last asess- 
ment, roughed-in plumbing 
in his basement had not been 
included. The court of re- 
vision ruled that the assess- 
ment be upheld, 

Another assessment was 
upheld by the Court of Re- 
vision, this one dealt with 
Alfred Wyskocil of 150 Stur- 
geon Rd. Mr. Wyskocil had 
not realized that the dog 
kennels on his property were 
included in the improvement 
assessment figure of $10,- 
810, while $2,110 is for the 
kennels, 

Thomas White of 24 Glen- 
haven Crescent appealed his 
improvement assessment, 
The assessor reviewed the 
case and couldn’t find an 
error, The assessment was 
upheld,

the Court of Revision asked 
that the town engineer inves- 
tigate the ditch and asked 
the assessor to check into 
the procedure for exempt- 
ing farm property in incor- 
porated areas, 

Paul Stata of 6 Brentwood 
Place pointed out to the 
Court an error in his ass- 
essment, The assessor 
agreed that a mechanical 
error had occurred and the 
Court of Revision ruled that 
Mr. Stata’s assessment be 
adjusted from $2,580 to 
$2,330, 

Charles Wharton of 32 
Lambert Crescent was being 
assessed for a china cabinet 
in his home which he never 
had, The assessor explained 
that plans of the house had 
been altered and a china 
cabinet was never installed, 
The Court ruled that the 
assessment be lowered by 
$80, 

The assessment on Rene 
Morrissette’s property at 
38 Gordon Crescent was up- 
held despite the owner’s 
complaint against the in- 
crease in assessment bee 
cause of an addition of a 
garage to his property. The 
assessor explained that the 
partly finished garage had 
been assessed as a Shell 
only, 

Richard Plain of 39 Belle- 
vue Crescent complained 
about his land assessment 
in relation to two major 
points, First, Mr, Plain 
complained of the loss of 
privacy resulting from 
pedestrian and animal traf- 
fic from Ridgewood Terrace 
Drainage was the second 
problem linked with a 20- 
foot cut made by AGT 
against the back of his pro- 
perty. Mr. Plain said that 
this situation creates the 
problem of people using his 
property as a cut-through, 
He concluded by saying that 
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a swale would ease the flood- 
ing problem, The Court of 
Revision upheld the assess- 
ment however the other pro- 
blems would be brought be- 
fore council, 

An appeal was received 
from BACM regarding land 
in the Lacombe Park sub- 
division designated for a 
school, BACM felt the ass- 
essment was incorrect and 
too high, The Court ruled 
that the assessment remain 
unchanged, 

Richard Peterson of 2 
Beacon Crescent complain- 
ed of the wide differential 


in assessment from $3080 
to $7700, The assessor ex- 
plained that the lesser figure 
was for the year 1971 and 
just a partial assessment, 
This year, with the house 
completed the assessment 
was altered accordingly, 
The assessor, however, ex- 
plained to the Court that 
the Richard Peterson pro- 
perty had a serious drive- 
way problem and recom- 
mended a 20 per cent reduc- 
tion, The Court concurred 
with the recommendation 
thus changing the assess- 
ment from $7700 to $7390,
